House, where headquarters had 
been established. The Knights 
from Louisville presented a splendid 
military appearance, being greeteo 
ivilli ( hoors and shouts of "Here 
<oMH'; old Kentucky," and It goes 
-without saylnf tbat tbey carried oft 

the honors. 

Tiusday morning, with the Papal 
colors and Stars and Stripes flying, 
till" Kniphis from Kentucky had the 
pot>t ( f honor in the short parade ar- 
ranged for the Supreme officers, 
delegates, visUors and three local 
branches that preceded the Pontifical 
blgh mass at the pro-Csthedral. The 
beautiful edifice was thronged when 
Archbishop Olennon, Bishop Byrne, 
the large number of assisting clergy 
and many altar boys entered and 
"proceeded up the center aisle to the 
altar, from where Bishop Byrne ex- 
pressed his great pleasure over the 
presence of Uls Grace Archbishop 
Olennon, the Supreme Spiritual Di- 
rector, and extended a most cordial 
"welcome to the Catholic KnlKhts of 
America, in eloquent but Impressive 
•words nishoi) Hyrne told of the call 
«f the fouiulei- of the order, Jumos ,1. 
McLo'i^hliii . upon Itishop Fcchauand 
the iiispiratiiin icioivod from him. 
The Catholic Knights of America, he 
said, had had their vips and downs j 
and serious experiences, but they 
«tlll flourish with thousands of 
members. Bishop Byrne then dwelt 
upon the work of the order, the pay- 
ment of over 116,000,000 for the 
widows and orphans, the vast good 
done, the sorrows alleviated and the 
sunshine and happiness It had 
brought Into the homes of the be- 
reaved. He approved membership In 
tbe C. K. of A., not only as a sound 
business Investment, but as a most 
worthy charity. In concluding tbe 
Bishop said It was an aid to Chris- 
tian and Catholic spiritual lite to 
belong to such an organization, but 
members must practice the corporal 
as well as spirtual works of mercy. 

After the gospel Archbishop (ilen- 
.non expressed the pleasure It gave 
him to convey to the Catholic 
Knights of America the message 
from Ciinliiial Merry del Val, that 
the Holy Father confers his apostolic 
benedic tion upon the convention and 
all members of the Catholic Knights 
•of America, a |irivllej.',o which he ap- 
preciated. Archblshoi) C.lcnnon 
then declared that the oiunni/^iiion 
baa been reformed and readjii»ted 
and has taken its place as a solvent 
and safe Catholic Insurance society. 
The Knights had placed themselves 
on record and may now rightfully 
appeal for new members, who should 
be glad to sbare its blessings and 
Tesponslbllltles. Now that their af- 
fairs were conducted according to 
tbe best business principles, he was 
anxious to see the work bo well be- 
gun continued. In his peroation 
Archbishop Glennon dwelt elo- 
<iuently upon the higher and truer 
Interests, what .the title Catholic 
Knights suggested, paying beautiful 
tribute to the Southland and the 
Sister of Charity. The past was a 
precious heritage, and with no 
boundary, no iiarrler, the Knights 
must first of all bo the good cltisens 
of America. It was their duty to be 
in the vanguiird of the world's bat- 
tle and advancement, standing for 
the Christian home and exhibiting 
Christian virtues.

HEROIC PRIEST 

SC*lea Dizzy Hefsht' to 
Minister to Dylns 



Tbe funeral of Martin Wigglnton, 
who died at Sts. Mary and £Uzabeth 
Hosiiltal Saturday night, took place 
fiom the residence of his father, 
C. J. Wigglnton, li;4t) i^outli Six- 
teenth street, on Monday. 'The ic- 
nmins were taken to Stitliton. Ky., 
for interniuat. .'Vlr. Wi.uginiou died 
as the result of injuries recLsved in 
an accident at the Sunny Brook dis- 
tillery. Twenty-eighth and Broad- 
v.HV, last Friday. 

The young niuii was u structural 
irou-worker and was employed in 
anchoring a steel beam at a height 
oi 100 feet. He lost his balance 
and fell a distance of thirty-two 
feet, alighting on a concrete floor. 
His injuries were seen to be of a 
serious nature. A doctor apd a 
priest were huriedly summoned. The 
Rttv. Pather Charles P. Ratfo was 
one of tbe first men to resch the 
scene. He did not wait for the in* 
Jured man to be brought down, but 
mounted two rickety ladders that 
had been hurriedly spliced together. 
Up, up, he went, to a height ot 
sixty feet, where he found the young 
man unconscious and In a dying 
condition. As be showed no stgna 
of consciousness Father Kaffo Kave 
blm conditional absolution and ad- 
ministered the sacrament of eatreme 

lillctlOU. 

Hundreds had assembled on the 
ijiound below and watched the 
priest as he scaled the perilous lad- j 
der. Catholics and non-Catno.ica 
alike knelt with bared heads until 
Father Kaffo finished the adminis-l 
tiation of the sacraments. By that 
lime the members of the No. 4 1 
Hook and Ladder Company had 
erected firmer ladders and Father 
Uaffo descended In safety. 

Tbe injured man was wrapped In 
a blanket and lowered by ropes to' 
tbe ground, where the ambulance 
was ia waiting. He was quickly | 
removed to Sts. Mary's and Blisa-' 
beth's Hospital. Everything possl-l 
hie was done for him, hut death 
came Saturday night. The de- 
ceased was regarded as a skilled ' 
structural ironworker and was well' 
liked by all who knew taim.

The sudden death of King: Kdward 
has changed the entire British politi- 
cal situation. Cabinet {Ministers, 
twny of whom were enjoying brief 
vacations on tbe Continent, hurried 
home on tbe announcement of the 
King's death. The fight over .he 
veto power of the Lords necessarily 
has been po»ii>uned. The new King, 
Oivjrge v., 1^ credited with Tory 

lin^ Kla ■Milniilmiii . wl4lt 

the Liberal poUticans always have 
been cordial and his recent conrferv 
ences friendly; still he con not have 
the diplomatic experience and wide 
imlitical insight of bis father. The 
new King's sen«e of responsibility is 
sure to prevent any rupture with £he 
present Government, though con- 
.sciousner.s of his inexperience may 
tuld to tiie fin-hiin>7 attitude ot the 

Tories over tlic veto. 

In Ireland the belie* in the late 
Kinff's friendliness to home rule 
causes n more syin|)atlietic fcelinj^ 
limn for any otlier Knglish nionarcii 
^ince the conquest. Hut the death of 
Kdward VH. made no break in the 
activities of the various parties. The 
oifjaiii/ation for the contingency of 
the ;;eiieral eleili.iii ffoes on, and 
both sides already have perfected 
their plans. The Liberals have can- 
didates for almost every seat, even 
those practically hoi>eless. The 
Tories are less preparwl, owinjf to 
the depletion of their funds and the 
realization that Lancashire, York- 
shire, Scotland and Wales will not 
tolerate any protectionist candidate. 

Hon. T. P. O'Connor declares that 
the Irish party will be returned 
stronger than today, because several 
seats that were lost to the party at 
the last election will be won back at 
the coming campaign . Mid-Tyfone 
was lost in a three cornered fight^ — 
that is to say by two Nationalist 
candidates running and a Tory slip- 
]>insi in between the two . That mis- 
take will not lie repealed and the 
sent will be reconquered. The Na- 
tionalists also liope to win South 
l)ul)Iin. The seat was lost, last time 
lieciuise a snow storm kept many of 
the ])oorer class from the polls. 

There will be no compromise be- 
tween the Liberals and the Tories on 
the veto resolutions. One was pro- 
posed on .these lines: The Lords were 
to accept the destruction of their 
right to have a veto on the budget, 
and that in turn the Liberals should 
consent to drop the resolution which 
destroys the veto on legislation. The 
Liberal Government would not con- 
sider such a proposal at all. It 
w<ould bring into revolt the entire 
Iririt party, which regards the de- 
struction of the legislative veto as 
much more important than the de- 
struction of the financial veto, for 
it is the legislative veto that stands 
in the way of home rule. 

The passage of the budget was an- 
other disaster to the Tories, because 
it fixes big and burdensome taxes on 
the li(|uor interest.', and from those 
interests tlie Tories, always received 
the bulk of thfir campaign fund. Tlie 
liquor men will not put up money 
for the 'i'ories, and without a liig 
campaign fund the party is liopeles.s. 

On the other hand tbe Irish party 
is tolerably well supplied with money. 
The Irish' in llie Cnited States have 
- i 'li -ome anil more has been sent 
irom New Hruiiswick and Australia, 
while the Irish residing In England 
have raised $2r/,0(Ki for the cause, the 
greatest amount they ever con- 
tributed. 

Home rule seems delayed tem- 
porarily, but those well informed 
declare" that the delay will \>e very 
brief. A. period of mourning will 
follow King Edward's funeral, but 11 
i» the universal belit«f that a general 
election will lake place before mid- 
sum ner.

The Conslstorial Congregation 
has issued a decree insisting upon 
asolute secrecy regarding the names 
submitted from America for vacant 
sees. Any priest violating this rule 
will be rendered incapable of voting 
in the future. Bishops are also 
bound to secrecy. 

This step is taken to save candi- 
dates who are not named from the 
embarrassment tbat obrloaaly fol- 
lows.

By the death of King Kdward, of 
Kngland, nearly every court of 
Kurope is grieving, not merely be- 
cause etiquette demands It, but be- 
cause Edward was a tdnsman by 
blood or marriage. Followlnf are 
the connections of the late lOng with 
other royal houses: 

Denmark — Kdward's (jtieen, Al- 
exandra, was the oldest daughter of 
Christian IX., the late King of Den- 
mark. Freederick VIII., the present 
King, was Edward's hrother-ln-Iaw. 

'Jermany — Kaiser Wllhelni II. is 
the son of Kd ward's eldest sister and 
was the dead King's nephew, 

Russia -Czar Nit holas II. Is the 
son of Queen Alexandria's sister 
Marie and tbe husband of the daugh- 
ter of Edward's sister, Alice. 

Spain— King Alfonso XIII. Is the 
husband ot Victoria Ena, the 
daughter of Edward's sister, Be- 
atrice. 

Greece^rKing George I. Is a 
brother oPQueen Alexandra. 

Norway — ^Klng Haakon VII. Is a 
son of Frederick VIIL ot Denmark, 
brother of Queen Alexandra, and is 
married to his cousin, Maud, King 
Edward's daughter. 

Sweden — King Oscar II. 's son Is 
married to Margaret of Connaught, 
daughter of the King's brother, the 
L<uk(> of Connaught. 

Helninni -- King Philip is a iieph(>w 
of the latoe Leopold II., who was 
an uncle of Victoria, King Edward's 
mother.

One often hears even from men 
of Irish descent, the question: "Why 
are the Irish In America continually 
besieged to contribute money toward 
the support of the Irish members la 
Parllamentt" 

In the first place the members 
of the British Parliament get wo 
pay. It costs to live in London as 
It does In any metropoUtan city. Be- 
aldee many of the Irish memhera 
are making sacrifices to serve their 
constituents and their country. 
Many are lawyers, doctors and mer- 
chants whose business wanes while 
they are attending to affaire of 
State. Others have no other means 
of support than that afforded them 
by their fellow countrymen exiled In 
America or Australia. 

Some returned soluornera In the 
Emerald Isle scofflngly tell you that 
the game Is not worth the candle; 
that the climate of Ireland Is vile; 
that the land is unproductive. So? 
If Ireland was not worth while keep. 
Ing. why has Great Britain spent 
millions in money and men In keep- 
ing her in thralldom ? Yet the Irish 
members are not the only ones who 
suffer from drains In Parliament In 
Bngland, Scotland and Walee it costs 
money to be a member or even to 
fight a constituency. Rider Hag- 
gard, the English Journalist 
novelist, was Importuned to stand 
for Parliament, but declined on the 
ground that to fight a county con- 
stituency It cost $1 0,000, but he 
admitted that boroughs might he 
eheiwer.

New York is to- 
day the strongest Catholic city in 
the woild. thouffh Paris may have 
more people l)aptized into the church 
or there may be numerically more in 
Yienna; but neither Paris nor 
Yienna.^nor Rome itself can boast 
sucli a truly devout Catholic popula- 
tion at once ao prosperous, intelli- 
gent and active.
